UABK OF LAMBS.—Sheep ate 
ttiB uu\>' 


farm stock tbiit have retained or advanced 
ihelr acmal value In the market during the 
past year. 
It b, Iherefore for the farmer's 


interest that he carelully watch his twes 
sod lambs al this season. Ewes need bet- 
ter care than wethers, aud should he re- 
moved to pens wheri> they could he l»oked 
after daily. 
As they near the hour of 


lambing, (hey should be again removed lo 
a warm, ilrV pen aud watched closely. 
If 


Ihe lamii comes weakly, it should liavfi a 
mouthful or two of warm milk, uulil H is 
active enough to ^uck. 
If it should become 


chilled,!ct it be removed at once.and warm- 
ed and fed uulil restored. But there will be 
few weak lambs if the ewes are fed previ- 
ously with good clover hay,a few roots,and 
a handful of outs daily. No Iiog3 should 
he permitted near n pen of lambs; aud the 
tamer and more gentle Ihe sheep have been 
made, the less danger there will be of the 
ewe resenting any interference either wilh 
herself or her lamb aud disowning it in 
consequence.
